While ` 
fully appreciative of these drawbacks attaching to the system, the Government 
of India were in complete agreement with the Royal Commission that the 
total abolition of doles 1з impracticable.

RESOLUTION—By the Government of India, Department of Education. 


The Government of India have had for some time under their considera- 

‚ tion the question of the improvement aud strengthening of the sanitary 

services in India, The Plague Commission in 1901 strongly urged the 

necessity for the improvement in certain directions of the organisation of 

the Sanitary Department in India, with the object of dealing more effectively 

x with outbreaks of plague and other epidemics and with the general sanita- 

tion of India. In 1905 a scheme was formulated by the Royal College of 

Physicians forthe creation of a medical and sanitary organisation in India, 

and the inadequacy of the sanitary services, as then constituted, was again 
emphasised. 

In 1907 the Government of India addressed all local Governments 
inviting them to consider certain proposals for teform. The views of local 
Governments have been considered in detail, and a scheme has now been 
formulated which has received the sanction of the Secretary of State. The 
object of this Resolution is to indicate for general information the lines on 
which it is proposed that reorganisation should proceed. 

2, The administrative machinery of the Sanitary Department is already 
in most respects fairly complete and efficient. The improvements that the 
Government of India desire to effect are in the direction of further decentra- 
lisation of control; of widening the field of recruitment by throwing open 
the higher posts to fully qualified Indians of proved aptitude ; of strengthen- 
ing the staff in some, provinces in which at present it is admittedly 
inadequate. ©

‘of the second class the main qualifications will be a good general edacation, 
supplemented by a course of training in public health approved by the local 

- Government. A salary of Rs. 300—20—500 is considered suitable for officers 
of the first class (with higher pay in exceptional cases) and of Rs. 150—10— 
300 for officers of the second class. The Government of India leave it to local

3. The two main principles which govern the grant of the scholarship sre— 


(i) that as the object in view isto assist a domiciled European or Kurasian to go 
through a University course in England the scholarship will ordinarily 
awarded to a young man at the close of his school career in India so that he 
may join the University at practically the same age as boys educated in

(^) А certificate from some person of recognised position well acquainted with 
the candidate and his family, to the effect that he isa native of India 
within the meaning of Statute 33 Viot., Oap. 8, section 6, and that his 
parents are not resident in India for temporary purposes only. 


5, The Director of Public Instruction will personally interview those applicants whose 
names he thinks worthy of submission to Government. 1f a personal interview ің impossi« 
ble (eg., owing to a candidate being absent from India), the fullest possible information 
should be given as to the physiqne and charaoter of the candidate.

(е) Subject to a due compliance with the above conditions, the allowance, at the rate 
of £200 8 year for three years, or four years, if so determined will be paid 
quarterly, in advanoe, by the India Office, commencing from the date of the 
seholar's reporting his arrival in England, 

(7) Every scholar will forfeit his scholarship who, not being disabled by illness or 
prevented by any other cause which the Secretary of State may consider 
sufficient, fails to complete the required terms of residence at a University or 
who is guilty of misconduct, persistent idleness, or disregard of the orders of 
the Seoretary of State. If the scholarship be forfeited, the scholar will lose his 
claim to a free return passage to India and will further beoome liable to refund 
the cost of his free pnt to England. 

(9) The scholar will be under the supervision and charge of the Political A.-D,-O, to 
the Seoretary of State, through whom the necessary orders will be given, and 
to whom all reports and other communications respeoting him should t be sent.
